; Sir have the honor to submit to you the following report on the births, deaths, and marriages 
registered in South Australia in the year 1910 :— 


POPULATION. 


On December 31st, 1910, the population of the State, as estimated by the Federal Statistician, was 
429,376, viz., 229,506 males and 199,870 females. ; 

The annual rates of births, deaths, and marriages to population throughout this report and the tables 
accompanying it are calculated on the mean populations of the years referred to. The estimated mean popu- 
lation for the year 1910 was 418,771 (223,169 males and 195,602 females). 


BIRTHS. 


The birth record of 19:0 showed several signs of a tendency to improvement. The births registered 
numbered 10,540, being more by 476 than those recorded in 1909, and being the highest number registered 
in any year since 1893. 


The birth rate per 1,000 of the population was 25:17, against 24°70 in the previous year, and with one 
exception the highest rate for the last ten years. while the natural addition to population from the excess of 
births over deaths was 6,526, against 6.282 in 1909, and was the largest natural increase since that of 1895, 


By means of a tabular statement, which may be found on page 12, and the information in which—like 
all similar information given in this report—has been taken from the latest and most authentic sources, the 
birth rate of South Australia can be compared with the birth rates of the Commonwealth, the other Aus- 
tralian States, New Zealand, the different parts of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. 


Of the total births registered in 1910, 5,395 were male births and 5,145 female, the proportion of the 
former to 100 of the latter being 104°86. In England, according to recent returns, the proportion for the 
five years ended with 1909 was 103°9. The Commonwealth ratio for 1910 was 106°39. 


Plural Births.—TYhere were in 1910, 113 cases of twins (117 males and 109 females), and 2 cases of 
triplets (1 male and 5 females). 


In the first quarter of the year the births numbered 2,504, in the second 2,719, in the third 2,813, and 
in the fourth 2,504; the births of the second and third quarters being, according to the general rule, more 
numerous than those of the first and last. 


Illegitimate Births —The births entered in 1910 as illegitimate numbered 434 (228 males and 226° 
females), against 421 in the previous year. The percentage of illegitimate births to the total births registered 
during the year was 4°31.

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Although the foregoing table is similar to one of those usually given in statistics of illegitimacy, it is 
somewhat misleading as far as late years are concerned, because the rise in the per cent. rates for those 
years has been mainly owing, not to an advance in illegitimate births, but to the great falling off in the 
number of legitimate ones. If separate comparisons be made of the number of illegitimate births in 1881, 
1891, and 1901 with the number of unmarried women (including widows) of the child-bearing age (15 to 45), 
as stated in the census returns of each of these years, it will be found that, calculated in this way, the rates 
per 100 women were 0°87, 0°89, and 0°75 for the three years respectively. For the years since the census 
of 1901 the rate based on the whole population is shown in the following table :—

From this it will be seen that there has not really been an increase in illegitimacy in recent years, 


THE LEGITIMATION ACTS.

In 1898 an Act was passed entitled ‘‘ The Legitimation Act,” making provision for the legitimation 
of children born before marriage on the subsequent marriage of their parents. In 1902 ‘The Legitimation 
Amendment Act,’ which amended the principal Act mainly in the direction of abolishing the time limit of 
30 days and allowing registration to be effected at any time after marriage, was passed. Under these Acts 
any child born out of wedlock whose parents afterwards marry is deemed to have been legitimated by such 
marriage from birth, on the birth being registered in the manner prescribed. From 19038 to 1910 the births 
of 124 children have been so legitimated. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in 1910 numbered 4,014, being more by 232 than those of the previous year, and the 
highest number recorded in any year since 1902, being above the decennial average by 1384. There was 
nothing particularly noticeable about the year’s deaths to account for this apparently heavy mortality except 
an outbreak of diphtheria, which accounted for 40 deaths. It was more that the deaths for several years 
past have been exceptionally light than that those for 1910 were remarkably heavy: a reference to the death 
rate will bear this out. The deaths of males were 2,163, and of females 1,851, the proportion of the 
former to 100 of the latter being 11686, which was greater by 12°00 than the proportion of male to female 
births. Of the total number of deaths recorded in the year, 985 were registered in the first quarter, 1,086 in 
the second, 986 in the third, and 1,007 in the fourth, the mortality of the first half of the year being, 
as usually happens, greater than that of the last. The death rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 9°59, 
which was higher than the rate for the previous year by 0°31, but was, with the exception of that year, the 
lowest on record; and as a reference to the comparative statement near the end of this report will show, 
South Australia had the second {fowest rate of all the countries specified. The average death rate for the 
last five years was 9°72. The average rates for the same period in the other Australian States were as 
follows :—

As very full particulars are given in the tables accompanying this report respecting the different causes 
of death specified in them, it is considered necessary to refer specially here to only some of those in the 
epidemic general division and a few of the other causes. 


Typhoid Fever.—There were 26 deaths (18 males and 8 females) from typhoid fever, being less by 12 
than the number recorded in 1909. 


The following table shows the death rates from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population for the last 
twenty-nine years :—

For comparison it may be stated that in England, according to the returns of the Registrar-General, the 
rate in 1909 was 0°06, and the mean annual rate for the quinquennium ended with that year 0°08, while 
recent returns give the rates in the other Australian States and New Zealand, as follows :—

It would seem, therefore, that in reference to typhoid fever the Australian States, with the exception of 
South Australia and Victoria, compare unfavorably with England and New Zealand. None of the deaths 
in this State from typhoid fever in 1910 were of children under 5 years of age, while there were only 4 
deaths of persons over 45. Of the 26 deaths 9 occurred in the four districts forming “ Adelaide and 
suburbs” (that is, Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide), only 3 in the districts south of 
Adelaide district, and the remaining 14 in the other parts of the State. 


It is noteworthy how very few deaths from this disease occur in all that portion of the State which lies 
south of the district of Adelaide. From 1887 to 1910 they numbered in each year respectively only 4, 8, 8° 
Deplep le 4 0, 25050; 4, 16s 1, 45 35,2, 3,2, 2, and 0. 


The deaths from typhoid fever in 1910 were distributed over the whole year, with the exception of the 
months of October and November, though the mortality from it during the first half was very much greater 
than that for the remainder of the year. 


Scarlet Fever, Measles.—In 1910 there were 2 deaths from scarlet fever, against none in the previous 
year, while there were no deaths from measles, against 1 in 1909. 


Whooping Cough.—'There were 39 deaths from whooping cough, against 20 in 1909. 


Diphtheria and Croup.—The deaths from diphtheria numbered 40 (19 males and 21 females), being 
more by 26 than those recorded in 1909, and the greatest number since 1899. Five of the deaths were of 
persons over i0 years of age. 


Judging from the returns of several years, it would seem that though no age protects a person from 
liability to attack from this malady, the mortality from it is chiefly confined to children under 10 years old. 
Of the total deaths from diphtheria, 27 were registered in ‘* Adelaide and suburbs”’ and 4 in the districts 
south of the Adelaide district, and the remaining 9 in the other parts of the State.

Both in Australasia and elsewhere there seem to be, in many cases, considerable {difficulty and uncer- 
tainty in distinguishing between diphtheria and croup. Frequently, therefore, statistical writers count 
together the deaths from these two diseases. The deaths from croup in 1910 numbered 6, against 4 in the 
previous year. 


Influenza, or la Grippe.—The deaths from influenza in 1910 numbered 26 (18 males and 8 females) 
against 23 in the previous year. Ever since 1890, inclusive, this disease has been very destructive, though 
for many years before that time it troubled the State but very little. 


Tuberculosis of the Lungs, or Phthisis.—The deaths from phthisis were 293 (142 males and 151 
females), being less by 27 than the number registered in 1909. Of the total deaths from all causes 7°30 
per cent. were attributed to phthisis, against 8°46 in the previous year, while the proportion of deaths froia 
this disease per 1,000 of the mean population was 0°70, against 0°79 in 1909.

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In England the proportion in 1909 was 1°08, being under the mean annual rate (1:16) for the quin- 
qquennium ended with that year. 


If the English and the South Australian rates for the quinguennium ended with 1909 be carefully 
studied, it will be found that such a portion of population as would in this State yield about 6 deaths 
from phthisis would in England yield about 9 deaths. Such is the fact, although in the latter country 
females, who are less liable than persons of the other sex to become victims to consumption, considerably 
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outnumber the males, whereas in South Australia the male population is the more numerous. Furthermore, 
phthisis is so frequently complicated with bronchitis or pneumonia, or both, that in many a case of death it. 
must be very difficult—perhaps impossible—to decide with certainty as to which of these three lung diseases 
should be set down as the principal cause of the fatal resuit; and, of course, this uncertainty affects more or 
less the classification in the mortality tables, as the undue inflation of the death record from any one of the 
three may have the effect of unduly lessening the recorded mortality from the others. ‘This being so, 1t 1s 
not possible to have a clear view of the real significance of the recorded death rate from one of these diseases 
unless the corresponding death rates from the other two are also taken into account. Now, in 1909 the death 
rates from bronchitis and pneumonia, per 1,000 of the population, were in England 1:14 and 1:29 respectively ; 
whilst in South Australia they were only 0°27 and 0°31 respectively. The combined death rate in that year 
from phthisis, bronchitis, and pneumonia was 3°51 in England, and only 1°37 in this State—that is to say, 
less than half. From these facts it will be evident that, in reference to mortality from phthisis and the two 
other most destructive diseases of the lungs, South Australia compares very favorably indeed with the 
mother country.

Cancer.—The deaths from cancer (including all malignant new growths) numbered 317 (158 males and 
159 females), an increase of 7 on those registered in 1909. ‘The proportion of deaths from this disease: 
per 1,000 of the mean population was 0°76, the same as in the previous year. 


For the last twenty-six years the rates were as follows :— 
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In England the proportion in 1909 was 0:95, which was above the mean annual rate (0°92) for the 
quinquennium ended with that year, and was the highest ever recorded there. For comparison, the rates 
of the six Australian States and New Zealand, as shown in recent returns, are here appended :—

All the deaths in South Australia in 1910 from cancer, except 13, were of persons over 30 years of age. 


In England the mortality from cancer has always been very much less amongst the male than amongst 
the female portion of the population. For instance, in the quinquennium ended with 1909 the average annual 
death rates there from this disease, per 1,000 of the mean population of each sex, were 0°79 and 1-03 respec- 
tively. In this State, for the last seven years the female rate has been rather higher than the male, 
but the average rate of mortality is about the same for each sex, as the following table will show :—

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Diabetes.—¥ ifty-four deaths (20 males and 34 females) were attributed to this disease in 1910, against 
45 in 1909. Most of the deaths occur after middle life; of the above total 43 were of persons over 45 years 
of age. 


Meningitis caused 64 deaths (38 males and 26 females) during the year, against 86 in 1909. This. 
disease is principally confined to children and young people; 42 out of the total deaths were of children 
under 5 years of age. Included in the total is one death from epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Diseases of the Heart.—Of the total deaths from all causes registered in 1910, 491 (or 12-23 per cent.) 
were caused by one or other of the diseases of the heart shown in the abstracts, as against 456 in 1909. 


Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Childbirth——The deaths ascribed in 1910 to these causes 
including puerperal fever, were 50, the same number as in the previous year. The proportion which deaths 
from

from these causes bore to 1,000 registered births was 4°74, against 4:97 in 1909. The following table shows 
the proportions in South Australia, Victoria. and England in the years specified :—

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External Causes (Violence, &c.).—The deaths from violence, accidental and otherwise, numbered 280 
(219 males and 61 females), being more by 26 than the number in 1909, and being 7:0 per cent. of the total 
deaths. Included in the 280 were 28 deaths (22 males and 6 females) by suicide, being less by 11 than the 
number recorded in 1909. The average annual number of suicides for the 10 years ended with 1910 was 
39. The proportion of deaths by suicide per 1,000 of the mean population in 1910 was 0-07. 


For comparison it may be stated that the proportion for the Commonwealth in 1910 was 0:11, while 
the most recent returns available give the figures for the undermentioned countries as follows :—

Infantile Mortaiity.—The deaths of infants under 1 year of age numbered 739 (425 males and 314 
females), against 616 in 1909, and were in the proportion of 7-01 to 100 births registered. From 1885 to 
1910 the proportions were as follows :— 
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Although the rate for 1910 is not quite so favorable as those for the three preceding years, South Aus- 
tralia has the best record in Australasia on the average of the figures for the last five years, and as far as can 
be ascertained from published statistics, the lowest in the world, as a reference to the following tables will

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The chief causes of deaths of infants during the year were: Prematurity, congenital debility, and. 
malformations, 221 deaths, or 30 per cent. of the total; diarrhaa and enteritis, 191; bronchitis and 
pneumonia, 53; convulsions, 40; whooping cough, 28; and meningitis, 24. 


INDEX OF MORTALITY. 
In the annual report for 1902 a very full explanation was given respecting the nature of and the method 
of calculating the adjusted death rates, known amongst the statisticians of the Commonwealth States and. 
New Zealand as * indexes of mortality.” 


The following table shows the index of mortality rates and the corresponding ordinary or crude death 
rates for South Australia for nine years :—

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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered in 1910 numbered 3,661, not only being more by 886 than those celebrated im 
1909, but also being the highest number ever recorded in any one year. Since 1903 every year has. 
shown a satisfactory advance in marriages, and the number in 1910 is 62 per cent. higher than that for 1903. 
The marriage rate (that is, the rate of marriages, not of persons married) per 1,000 of the mean popula- 
tion was 8°74, against 8°04 in the previous year, and was above the rate recorded in any other year since: 
1882, when it stood at 8°87. With the year 1883 a fall commenced, which continued with slight fluctua- 
tions until the lowest point (5°66) was reached in 1897. In 1898 the figures rose to 6°38, and the rise since 
has been gradual, though not quite constant, until in the year under review the rate again stands nearly as- 
high as it has ever been. 


The South Australian marriage rate for 1910 was the highest in Australasia, New South Wales being: 
next highest with 8°58. 


The marriages celebrated in the first quarter of the year numbered 909; in the second, 918; in the 
third, 916; and in the fourth, 918.

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Table 13, accompanying this report, gives detailed information as to the ages of the persons married, 
and shows how many of them were bachelors or widowers, spinsters or widows, and how many were unable 
to write their names.

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It is a well known fact that the marriage rate very quickly responds to changes in economic conditions, 
und the rise or fall in marriage rates, or in the value of exports or imports, is generally regarded as being in 
some degree indicative of a corresponding change in the prosperity of a country. The following table shows 
the variations year after year from 1881 to 1909 in such rates and values in South Australia :—

This table, first introduced in the annual report for 1891, evidently serves the purpose for which it 
was originally, and is still. intended. It now indicates pretty clearly the periods of prosperity and those of 
depression in the State during the last twenty-nine years. 


It is the opinion of statisticians that if through a series of years the number of marriages in each year be 
he number of legitimate births in the following year, a very fair estimate can be obtained of 
ber of children born to each married couple. Although the figures of a long series of years 
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are required to demonstrate the correctness of this opinion, it is generally only necessary to examine those ot 
a few years to obtain estimates that may be relied on. ‘The following figures show the proportion of births to. 
each marriage in South Australia for twenty-five years, in each instance the births compared being for the 
year given and the marriages for the year before : — 
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It would seem from these figures that 4-16 is the average number of children born in South Australia to. 
each marriage. It will be seen, however, that during the last nine years the proportion in South Australia 
has, on the whole, been showing a decidedly downward tendency, though there was a slight improvement in 
1904.

GENERAL RESULTS OF THE YEAR FOR THE STATE. 


Viewed as a whole, 1910 showed a great deal of improvement with respect to births and natural 
increase of population, and was an exceptionally favorable year in regard to marriages, while in reference to. 
its mortality record it was a good year, though not so favorable as 1909. 


ADELAIDE AND SUBURBS. 


By ‘“: Adelaide and suburbs”’ is meant an area consisting of the four registration districts of Adelaide, 
Hindmarsh, Norwood, and Port Adelaide. Within this area (which is 262 square miles in extent) there 
are, in addition to the city of Adelaide, the city of Unley, and the city of Port Adelaide, six corporate 
towns, and many other towns and villages. The estimated population of Adelaide and suburbs on December 
31st, 1910, was 187,574 (88,995 males and 98,579 females), being more by 3,181 than the estimated popu- 
lation at the beginning of the year. The estimated mean population of the year was 185,933 (88,237 
males and 97,696 females). The births registered during the year numbered 4,802 (2,417 males and 2,385 
females); the deaths, 2,290 (1,204 males and 1,086 females); and the marriages, 2,064. The births were 
more by 214, the deaths more by 141, and the marriages more by 163 than those recorded in the previous 
year. The birth rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 25°83, the death rate 12°32, and the marriage 
rate 11:10. The birth rate was higher by 0°66, the death rate higher by 2:73, and the marriage rate higher 
by 2°36 than the corresponding rates for the State. The birth, death, and marriage rate for nineteen years 
are here appended :—

It will be seen that in every one of these years the rate was higher than the corresponding rate for the 
whole State shown ina previous table. It will be seen, too, that, as happened also in the case of the 
whole State, the rates since 1903 showed a remarkable decline.

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For comparison, the birth and death rates (inclusive, at least as far as the first six towns are concerned, 
of all births and deaths in public institutions) per 1,000 of the mean population of the Australasian capital 
cities and suburbs and of several of the largest towns in Great Britain are here given.

CITY OF ADELAIDE. 


The estimated population of the city oh December 31st, 1910, was 40,605 (18,806 males and 21,799 
females), being an increase of 140 for the whole year. The births registered in 1910 numbered 1,090, being 
more by 86 than those of the previous year ; and the deaths 998, being more by 73 than those of the previous 
year. In several of the numbered tables accompanying this report (particularly tables 21, 22, and 23) will 
be found statistics referring specially to the city. 


The statistical authorities of the different Australian States and New Zealand do not agree as to how far 
births and deaths occurring in public institutions, such as hospitals, asylums, gaols, &c., should be included, 
_ ev whether any of them at all should be included, in the calculation of the birth and death rates of cities or 

other large towns. Nor, in reference to this matter, are they agreed as to what institutions should be com- 
prehended under the description ** public.” some giving a much wider meaning to the term “ public institu- 
tions ’’ than others do. The only comparison, therefore, that can be conveniently made between the birth and 
death rates of the city of Adelaide and those of other large Australasian towns is one between the rates 
inclusive of all births and deaths in public institutions. The following figures show the rates per 1,000 of 
mean population in the towns named, exclusive of suburbs. They are in all cases the rates inclusive of all 
births and deaths in public institutions :—

The marriages celebrated in the city of Adelaide in 1910 numbered 885. The marriage rate (that is, the 
rate of marriages, not of persons married) per 1,000 of the mean population was 21°83. It is probable, 
however, that not half of the persons married in the city had their usual residence therein. 


From many points of view it is no doubt an advantage to the city of Adelaide that it is the only great 
medical centre in South Australia—the only place, in fact, where sick people and invalids of every class can 
easily obtain all the special medical aid and nursing attendance and other conveniences wnich they need or 
think they need. Its attraction, however, in this respect, has necessarily one very undesirable effect—it leads 
to its mortality record being very much higher than it otherwise would be. In 1910, for instance, the gross 
death rate of Adelaide reached 24:62 per 1,000 of the mean population. If, however, as shown in table 23 
accompanying this report, the deaths in the Adelaide Hospital, the Consumptive Home, and the Destitute 
Asylum of persons not usually resident in the city be excluded, the rate falls considerably—-it comes down 
to 16°55. Further, if the deaths in the Children’s Hospital, private hospitals, nursing homes, and similar 
places, of persons whose usual homes were not in Adelaide be also eliminated, the rate comes down to 13°52. 
But, in addition to these facts, it would be necessary, before a correct view of the city mortality could be 
obtained, to know how many deaths occurred in private residences, hotels, and ordinary lodging-houses of 
persons who had come or been brought into Adelaide for the very reason that they were seriously ill or ailing 
in some way. ‘hat its attraction as a medical centre is the chief reason—if it is not, indeed, the only 
one—why the city of Adelaide, compared with the remainder of South Australia, has so high a death 
record will, perhaps, be more apparent and more readily admitted if it be remembered that it is not 
possible to name with certainty or even suggest any other sufficient cause or causes that would not be 
equally operative in the eight suburban municipalities taken collectively; and yet in 1910 the combined 
gross death rate of these towns was only 8°88. 


CORPORATE TOWNS. 


In table No. 25 accompanying this report will be found the usual statistics with respect to the popula- 
tions, births, and deaths of twenty-three corporate towns, including the city of Adelaide. The birth and death
